— Financial and industrial 
circles, whose interests are menaced by the 
new sohemes of taxation, havo just begun 
to discover that a reference of all Finance 
Minister Miguel's projeots to a single oom- 
mission means a long period of uncertainty. 
It will bo summer before there can be a 
definite settlement of the questions that 
affect important business interests. In con- 
seqaesce the Goven.meut has been ap- 
proached with a view to getting it to rein- 
force the commission ao that it can be 
divided into aeotions, to deal simultaneously 
with

and tho Boorz, wine and tobucco taxes. Dr. 
Miguel maintains that tho sohemes are to 
inter dependent that it would bo inadvis- 
able to divide tho oommisaion, however long 
its deliberations may be. P.ehind his 
avowed reason is the design to obtain time 
in which to manipulate the members 
of tho oommiBsion. Tlie proceedings 
of tho commission, ao far as thoy 
have gone, diecloso that a niojority 
of tho members are in favor of tho Hoerz 
taxes, as piupoacd by the ( iovcrnnient. Dr. 
Miguel expresses himself as sanguine tiiat 
that wine tax, as proposoJ, will be approv- 
ed, as will also tho tobacco tax, with moditi- 
oatioDS. Concerning tho prospects of the

The paper 
says that tho reporto aro ridicul- 
ous, and that nothing occurred to 
disturb tho harmony of the Emperor's re- 
ception. Tlio Agrarians are so disheartened 
by tho attitude of I'rince Hisnmrok that 
they have abandoned aevbral of their pro- 
posed anti-Russian treaty demonstrations. 
The East Prussian

which had called a meeting to be held at 
Koenigsburg, the call having been issued bo- 
fore the visit of Princo bianiarck to lierlin, 
has countermanded tho coll. 

The Emperor will return tho Prince's visit 
when ho goes to ICiel, on February 17, where 
ho goes for the purpose of swearing in tho 
now marines. Tho Emperor has conferred 
the decoration of the Prussian order 
of the crown of the second olaaa on General 
von Kirohoff, who, it will be recalled, some 
nontha aeo shot, but not dangerously, tho 
editor of the Berlin Tageblatt, for publish- 
ing a story tliat reBeoted on the oharaoter of 
tho general's daughter. The honor con- 
ferred on tho general has caused speoalation 
ia Berlin society, even the Imperial official 
circles disapprove of honoring a roan 
vho was oonvloted of shooting another. 
Tho Bomi-uiBoial organs in Berlin 
have refrained from commenting upon the 
matter, but tho Strassburg Post publishes 
un energetic leader that is likely to be ro- 
producod by many neivspapers. It Bays 
that tho step tiiken by Ilia Majesty must 
needs confuse ordinary citizens long before 
tho popular irritation over the event aub- 
Bidea. The Post blames tho Emperor's ad- 
tiaera, declaring that it was an unfortunate 
hour when hia responsible councillors pro- 
pose.! that he decorate a man whoso sen- 
tence to a long term of in-priaonment has 
jii'Jt been reniitttil. 



U. S. AND HAWAII. 

IIio Besolntlons Condemnatory of tho Action 
of Minister Stevens Still Before 
ConBreBS. 

Washinoton, Feb. 3.— The entire day in 

the House was given to the debate on the 
Hawaiian resolution of the Foreign Aflairs 
committee. Tho only thing which inter- 
»ened — and this was but for a few momenta — 
vas a resolution offered by Mr, Money 
(Dom.) commending Admiral lienham for 
lis action in defending American com- 
noroo iu tho harbor of Rio do Janeiro. 
Objection was mado to tho oonsidera- 
liou of the resolution, and tho eom- 
nittee took up the Hawaiian (juestion' 
Chero is an evident lack of interest mani- 
fested in the proceedings. Mr. Blair fol- 
lowed Mr. Rayncr in support of tho Re- 
publican policy in Hawaii and in defence of 
Miniater Stevens' action. Ho said that 
while tho Queen had Btatod slio surrendered 
to tho United States her aotiona contra- 
dicted this. He wanted to bo fair, he aaid, 
jnd he was not enough of a partizan to up- 
hold everything which oamo from his own 

Iiarty, or to condemn everything which 
lame from his opponents. 
Mr. McCreary, of the Foreign AffAirs 
lommittee, believes the pending Hawaiian 
eaolntiona will be adopted when the vote 
B reached . on Monday next, with practical 
inantinlty on the part of the Democrats, 
.^here'bave been some BUKgeations that anti- 
idminlBtrfttion Demoocati ia'^the House 



would oppose them, but thoro is little to 
baHo this belief upon. Mr, Holman would 
prefer action on the resolution introduced 
by him a fortnighl ago. Ho would prefer 
that thi! House should adopt a simple rcao- 
lutiun extending the Monroe doctrine to the 
Hawaiian islands without in any way en- 
dorsing the oftbrfc of the administration to 
restore the monarchy. 

. AucusTA, Me., Feb. .3 — Ex-Minister 
Stevens, in an interview, said to-day that 
most of McCreary 's statements in the House 
yesterday were erroneous. Mr. Stevens says 
there was no other warship of any kind at 
Honolulu when tbe men of the Boston 
landed.

CANADIAN CATTLE EMBARGO. 

Strong Endeavor to Have the British Prohibi- 
tion Removed. 

London, Feb. 3.— The various commit- 
tees of Scotch traders who have been in this 
city recently seeking to have tho embargo 
against Canadian cattle removed have re- 
ceived a uniform answer from the British 
board of agriculture, namely, that tho board 
ia awaiting asaurances from Ottawa that the 
requirenientB of tho Imperial act of Parlia- 
ment have been complied with, Sir Charles 
Tupper assured the delegation that there 
was no reason for the exclusion of Canadian 
live cattle, and tho gentlemen were satisfied 
with tho UKhuraiices given liy tho High 
Commisaioner for Canada. Ail tho cities 
interested in the live cattle trade now pro- 
pose to unite in urging the removal of the 
embargo, and will take atepa to counteract 
tho opposition of the Eogliah farmers. 



BRAZILIAN COMPLICATIONS. 



Report that Admiral da Gaiua Has 
Besnmed the Attack 
on Rio. 



Feixoto Not Likely to Resign— Seizure 
of Dynamite on Board 
Ship. 



Bdknos Ayres, Feb. 3, — A dispatch from 

Brazil confirms the report that tho insur- 
gents have captured tho Government trans- 
port Itaipu, She was forced by the inaur- 
gcnt'a warship Republioa to haul down her 
flag. Admiral Gonzjlves, who was aboard 
the Itaipu, was made prisoner. 

Washington, Feb. 3. — There was appar- 
ently no new development in the Brazilian 
situation to-day. Secretary Herbert re- 
ceived a telegram from Rear-Admiral Ben- 
ham stating that thoro waa no change 
in the condition of affairs at Rio. 
Miniater Thompson and Admiral Benham 
keep their respective departments informed 
of the course of events dally. It ia ex- 
pected that the deciaivo action of the 
American admiral will be followed within 
a very ehort period by some mnvo on tho 
purt of tho insurgents that will bring the 
war to a speedy end. Tho State and Navy 
depart mcnta are almost in hourly expecta- 
tion of iufnrmation that Da Gama haa given 
notion of hia intention to bombard Rio, 

Ni':w YdHic, Feb, ,'!. — A apecial cable to 
tho Herald from Rio Janeiro, via Galveston, 
Te.'c., says the report that the town of Nic- 
theroy has been captured by tho insurgents 
ia false. Tho loyal garrison still holds 
out stubbornly against the bombardment. 
There ia much mystery and Beoreoy concern- 
ing Admiral Benham's conferences with 
.Admiral da Gama. It is known that he has 
cloao relations with the insurgent admiral. 
The launches from the rebel fleet 
have made aoveral trips to tho San 
Francisco, and notwithatanding all the 
rumors in circulation it is not thought that 
President Peixoto daro resign. It is believ- 
ed, however, that some expedient may be 
found to end tho revolution. 

Montevideo, Feb. 3. — A dispatch from 
Rio says that the British tug Cardifif was 
yesterday seised by the Government offi- 
cials. It is stated that a large quantity of 
dynamite, presumably for the insnrgents, 
was foDiid beneath her decks. Serious oom- 
plioationa may arise oonoerniDg the matter

Koir- 
Hardie participated in it to say that it would 
not do to call ono another names and 
that while Anarchist and .Socialist 
methods JifTored, it might bo that 
tho Anarchists were only n.oro zealous 
than other reformers. Eventually tho mo- 
tion waa carried bo as to declare that inas- 
much as constitutional methods were reme- 
dying the condition of tho workingman, 
the independent labor party would not ally 
itaelf with any party adopting other 
methods. 



GEORGE W. CfllLDS. 

Clrcunistanccs Precedent to the Death of the 
Deceased PublUber and Philanthroplet. 

PiiiLADKi.i'iiiA, Feb. .3.— In connection 
with the death of tho late George Washing- 
ton Childs it may be remarked that the ser. 
vice at the Drexel Institute in memory of 
tho late A. J. Drexel was to be held on the 
'20th of Jonuary, and Mr. Childs waa anxious 
that the occasion should be worthy of his 
friend and companion. He busied himaelf 
in arranging the details of the eervioo and, 
aa the day approached, became nervous 
and worried. The service was to be 
hold on Saturday, and on Thursday after- 
noon, Mr. Childs was sitting in hia office at 
tho Ledger talking with William T. Steele, 
hia private secretary, and I. F. Shepard, ■ 
night editor of the paper. Suddenly Mr. 
Childs began to slip forward in hia chair and 
would havo fallen to the floor if the two 
gentlemen had not sprung forward and 
raised him up. Mr. Shepard, Mr, Steele 
and Mr, Childs believed that the attack waa 
nothing more than vertigo and Mr. Childa 
lay down. Dr. I. M. JacoJta, hia physi- 
cian, being sent for. When Dr. Jacosta 
arrived he found that Mr. Childa had a 
slight attack of paralysis, due, the phya- 
iciuns have since learned, to the breakhig 
of a small bloodvessel in the head and the 
formation on the brain of a small olot of 
blood. Mr. Childs was removed to his reid- 
dence after Dr. Jacosta had completed hfa ex» 
amination and another physician was called 
in, Tbe two doctors at the time did nob 
apprehend any fatal result as the attack 
was slight and did not greatly affect- 
his limbs, and they had a good 
basis to work upon in Mr. Childa 
splendid conatttution and orderly life. 
Throughout the paat week Mr. Childa has 
remained in much tho same condition, but 
Thursday and yesterday he showed homo im- 
provement and there was a faint 
hope that ho might ultimately rally. 

Mr. Childs was a native of Baltimore, 
Maryland, where lie wua born May 12, 
1S29, He waa a ouocesaful book publiahor 
in Philadelphia before he became tho pro- 
prietor of the Public Ledger in 18G1, At 
that time it waa an unreniunerativo publi- 
cation, but he made it the most widely read 
paper in Philadelphia. Mr. Childs was 
known the world over aa a philanthropist 
and a judicious and kindly employer of 
labor. Hia magnificent gift to tho Inter- 
national Typographical union, along 
Willi a similar gift from Mr. Drexel, 
made poaaiblo the building of tho home for 
worn-out printers at Colorado Springs, bo- 
aides which he gave to the Philadelphia 
Typographical Society in 18GS tho Wood- 
lands cemetery, with a fund for ita mainten- 
ance. In England, a stained glass window 
in Westniiuater Abbey in memory of the 
poets Cowper and Herbert, and a monu- 
ment to Leigh Hunt iii Kenaal Green were 
among hie other public-spirited nianifeata- 
tions. Mr. Child's visit to Victoria several 
years since will long be remembered, both 
by the printers of the Province, and indeed 
of tho Sound, and the citizens generally. 

Washington, Feb. 3. — At the White 
house the death of George W. Childs waa 
regarded almost as a personal bereavement. 
The relattona of the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland with Mr. Childs have been of the 
most friendly and intimate character.

LAND IN THE NECHACO. 



Vast Strips of Fertile Territory Avail 
able for tlie Agricul- 
turist. 



This Year's Woik of the Pouilriei- 
Expeilitlou— luducemeuta to 
Farmers. 

The fact ia constantly becoming mote 
generally known and admitted that tho man 
who published British Columbia to the 
world as tho " sea of mountains," knew but 

little about tho country, Thanks to tho ei- 
coUont ayslem of explorationa and surveys 

inatituted by tho Provincial Government 
some few yeara ago, and since proeecuted 
with energy, there have been brought to 
light vast stretches of the most desirable 
agricultural and pastural land in Canada 
areas suUiciont to supply many times the 
papulation of this province and still meet 
the wants of an immense outside market 
with farm and kindred products. In the 
first couple of years, exploratory pjrtiea 
were sent out to generally map out tho 
ground, but now that somo extouaivo farm- 
ing lands have been diacovered, thoao 
parties have been formed into survey oampa 
and spend tho summer making surveys of 
the uKiat desirable portions of the land that 
haa been explored. 

Tho party deepatohcd this'year under Mr. 
A. L. Poudrier, and which has recently re- 
turned, nuudjorod twenty-five men, two of 
whom hjiva taken up land and remained 
behind. 

Iu the summers of 1SS9 and 1890, Mr, 
Poudrier had charge of parties whoao mis 
aion it was to explore that piece of territory 
called tho Nechaco valley, which before that 
time had beou visited in an official sense by 
Dr. Dawson only, of the Geological Survey 
of Canada, and his staff. That gentleman 
then roughly calculated tho area of this val- 
ley at 100,000 square miles of good agricul- 
tural land. Tho place ia about oil hundred 
milea from Victoria, exactly on the u4th 
parallel. However, when tho provincinl 
party went up there they had more time to 
eiploro the place, and it was found that 
Dr. D*wson'a estimate could be doubled, if 
not trebled, thero being room for at leaat 
five good townahipa of aa excellent farm 
ing land as can bo found anywhere. Tho 
country is mainly open, but where 
it ia covered ot all, the obstruction 
is composed of small woods of 
poplar and birch, which can be very easily 
and cheaply cleared. Some fears exist as to 
the dangers of summer frosts, bat this 
oQoars only in elevated places. The Indians 
there have met with coneiderable success in 
the limited farming operatiooa in which 
they have engaged, raising some wheat, 
potatoes, turnips, carrots and even cucum- 
bers. Tho Hudson's Bay company's people 
have been gron'iug barley there for a num- 
ber of yearn, and it ia said to be the finest 
barley grown iu Canada, and thia year a 
small experiment has been made in wheat, 
which haa ripened to perfection. 

In the course of last summer Mr. Poudrier 
says that over one hundred people 
c&me acrons the survey party, exam- 
ining tho land with a view to lottling 
on it. Those people were princi- 
pally native Canadians, but the greater 
portion of them were from Oregon. Ono 
drawback ia the lack of means of getting 
into the place. Of course cattle raising 
could be carried on very profitably there 
now, but for agricultural purposes road 
communication ia needed. The old tele- 
graph trail, wluch was cut twenty-fivo foet 
wide so as to serve as a wagon road as well, 
is still therOiand although much overgrown, 
it would bo a comparatively cheap task to 
clear and open it up for traffic. 

In addition to the estimated three thou- 
sand square milea of land fit for agricultural 
purposes in the Nechaco valley, there is 
still a largo area that could bo used for pas- 
ture. The country is thoroughly level ; 
atones and rocks being practically unknown, 
and the soil of the richest quality. 

" In fact, " said Mr. Poudrier, " I am 
quite satisfied that when a road is built into 
that section tho people will come in by hun- 
dreds. Thoro is quite a local market offer- 
ing, ail well as the Omenica mining region to 
supply. There has been laid ou^ this season 
about half a million acres of the most prom- 
ising and couveniont lands." 

Furred game is scarce, so that the Indiana 
are turning their attention to difTorent pur- 
suits than hunting, and arc anxious to 
learn farming. They are a very jjoaceful 
and intelligent set of people, nearly all of 
them being able to speak either English or 
French, and the one, old or young, who 
cannot read and writo in his own languugo 
being an oiooption. They are a branch of tho 
Tinnoen Indians, aometimos called the " car- 
riers ", from an old custom which prevailed 
whereby the bodies of the men were cre- 
mated after death, and tho widows carried 
the aihoB of their dofoaaed lords for the 
epaco of a year afterwards. 

The party had a •;ood summer, mot with 
•onio hard weather, but had the good for- 
tune to enjoy tho beifc of licalth throughout 
tha season, several of them catching the 
grip on their return. The work, last year, 
was altogether surveying tho territory that 
had already been explored.

Hon- Dr. J. S. Helmeken Prpsents Gold 
UedalB to the First Graduates of 
the Traiuiu? School* 



An Interestiner Ceremony and Address 
by the Venerable Head of llie Med- 
ical Profession in fi. C. 



A very iritereating ceremony tookplnoo at 
the Jubiloo Hospital yeatercUy ttftornoon in 
the preaencQ of a large and select gathering. 
It wai the oooasioo of the aeoond leoture of 
the Hon. Dr. J. S. Helmoken to the mem- 
bers of the training school for nurses, and 
of the presentation of gold medals to two 
of the young ladies who had particularly 
distinguished themselves in, the recent ci- 
aminatioDS, There were present the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Charles Hayward, ia the ohair, 
Hon. Dr. Helmoken, Hon. Edgar Dewdnoy, 
Lieutenant Governor, His Lordship Bishop 
Perrin, Hia Worship Mayor Teague, Dr. J. 
C. Davie, Messrs. H. Dallas Helmoken, 
Rev. D. MaoRae, A. C. Flumerfelt', Joshua 
Dftvies, Dr. Hanington, Dr. Wade, Wm. M. 
Cbudley, E, Ucow Baker, Aid. Mann. Wil- 
son, Dwyer, Ledlngfaam and Humphreys, 
besides a large number of ladiea. 

In opening the proceedings Mr. Hayward 
spoke of the pleasing duty which fell to him 
in welcoming, for it was not nooeaaary to in- 
troduce, their valued and respected friend 
and lecturer, Dr Helmoken, especially be- 
cause he hud alwaya taken a great interest 
in the hospital work, and particularly in its 
most necesaury and useful adjunct, the 
training school for nurses. It was most 
fitting thut Dr. Helmeken should have been 
Boleoieii to award the prizes won by the suo- 
cessful Btudenta. Ho kindly delivered the 
inaugural iiddresn t.ro years ago, and then 
gave 80 mucli c;ood udvice and iiistruotlon to 
the young students that to-day'a interesting 
proceedings might be considered in some 
sense the harvesting of the good seed sown 
on that occasion. The presence also of such 
a distinguished gathering was a source of 
greia aatiafuction to the directors. J* aug- 
ured well for the future. It sriowcd that 
the least known, and certainly the 
least appreciated of nil the hospital work, 
the truiniop school, ia attracting some atten- 
tion. It is astonishing that mankind have 
tolerated for so long tho nursing of which 
"Sary Gamp' and "Betsy Brig" are tho 
types; even to day, and in this Province, 
some descondanls of that sisterhood could 
be found. It is known, and nowhere ac- 
knowledged more freely than among the 
most distinguinhed of the medical profeaaion, 
that the lii?t& of the patients are often, hu- 
manly speaking, more in the bauds of tho 
nurse than of the physician, and yet, as a 
general ruK , the first care when Ulness 
overtakes us is to look after a good doctor, 
almost ignoring tho mor« important part of 
securing an educated nurse. Tho desire of 
the directors was to do what they could to 
remedy this state of things, by providing a 
band of certificated, trained nurses, and 
Mr. Hayward was happy to state that, 
thanks to the medical and controlling statT, 
the resident officer and Che matron, they 
were meeting Wlib substantial success. 

Hon. Dr. Helmoken was very warmly 
received. He spoke of the fact that after 
he had delivered the last lecture, the cry of 
aniallpox was beard in the city, and every- 
body was paBio-stricken. The place was in 
a stats of siege from smallpox, for no one 
could either come here or go away. In the 
confusion which prevailed it was with the 
utmost diffioulty that any nurses could be 
obtained. As soon, faowever, aa it was 
decided to pub the smallpox buildings on the 
hospital grounds, some youcg and comely 
ladies volunteered, without any hope of 
reward, to take charge of these loathsome 
cases. He was proud to say that these 
young ladies were members of the nursing 
stafif of the Jubilee hospital (bear, hear) 
and he was proud himself to seo these 
young women performing every duty 
for those suH'ering patients in their 
horrible diaeaae, attending not only 
to their pljyaicul, but often to their spiritual 
wants, aa clergymen were not admitted to 
the hospital. Tho directors had taken this 
into conaideration, and had given these 
heroic siaterH medals, honors that they well 
deserved. One of those young ladies he saw 
was present, and he hoped she would always 
wear that medal, not as a bauble, but as 
public opinion and gratitude consolidated 
and stamped into tho iinperiahable gold, 
(hear, hear.) Tho aisters or St. Joseph, he 
was proud to aay, had also, wiih their char- 
acteristio self -devotion, oll'ered iDcir services 
in the city's troulUe. Thtre uaa do doubt 
but that such service rccjiiiri'd a great 
amount of courage and unllinchioi; deter- 
mination. Coming down to the subject of 
education, the speaker dwelt forcibly on the 
necessity of pnients attending to the educa- 
tion of their chi'dren, and pointed out that 
it was incuniDent on parents to see 
that their children had some special 
education, by which lie nieaut that 
a boy or girl should, on leaving school, 
be instructed ia some business, calling or 
profession, so as to fit him or her for making 
a living in the world. If boys or girls had 
to work, make them commence early, for if 
left too long they would bo uaeleas. Then 
tbemanifesc advantage of an educated over 
an uneducated person was too well known 
to need any lengthy explanation ; everyone 
woald«cknowledge that whatto the educated 
man or woman would be easy, would be im- 
possible to the tyro. He would apply this 
to the training school for nurses in surgical 
and medical cases, and ho would say that 
tho time had come when that branch of edu- 
cation ought to bo still further extended by 
the cstabliahmeut of a maternity ward in 
connection with the hoi-pilal, for which 
there ia a growint; neceaaity here. Ho did not 
think anyonepreaent would diaanree with him 
■when he staled that it waa highly neccaaary 
that nurses ahould bo educated in thai par- 
ticular branch, because in attending ou 
maternity caaea, .ignorance really meant 
death, tsuch an inelitution would supply 
nureoa who knew how to handle these oae;, 
and handle them .safely. By Huch an insti- 
tution he did not mean tho eatablishment of 
a materinly hoapilal, but ainiply ft word 
containing not more than four or six beds 
for tho education of nurses. There would 
be no pay patient taki-n in. Neither was it 
the intention to conflict with any aimilar 
institution in tho cdty, but rather to have 
in view Uio supplying of that institution 
with properly trained and duly qualified 
nursfB. The speaker then went into tho 
benefits of the anti-septio treatment and 
its phenomenal suco-jss even in tho 
Jubilee hospital, and how beneficially 
it could be applied in maternity 
oases. He also drew a graphic 
picture of the responsibility and dangers of 
these oases, showiog conclusively the neces- 
sity lor trained and skilful nurses cn such 
oooasions. The honorable and venerable 
dootor then dwelt on the opportunity that 
thus offered of perpetuating any man's 
name who would establish such a ward 
\foanments in memoriainyere all very well, 
but monuments in the' Hearts of the peoplo 
were far more lasting. An illustration of 



this was found in the Proteatint Orphan d 
Home and the old cemetery. In the case of 
the orphanage, the name of Taylor would 
no doubt be blessed by thousands of little 
ones who had been oared for and educated 
under the roof thait- his benevolence had 
erected. In the other case, the spjakcr 
dwelt on the perishablencss of the monu- 
ments in the old cemetery to tho memory of 
the heroea of this province. Guy's hospi- 
tttl in London, the Dcotor'a Alma Mater, was 
another eyeclastinf; monument to one man's 
greatneaa. 'Xbe dootor was aorry that there 
were not manv more like these, and that 
many did not devote their money to a good 
purpoio while thoy wore living, becauae 
money has its dutiis as woU as privileges. 
A shining light in Canada, in this respect, 
was Sir Donald A. Smith, a colleague of the 
dootor In early times, and whose prinoelv 
generosity to charitable objeots waa well 
known. Tho speaker then closed his re- 
marks with some substantial advice to the 
nurses, whom he exhorted to be models of 
their noble profession, 

His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor then 
pinned thonicdals on tho successful students. 
Miss Rose Anderson and Miss Isobel Atkin- 
son, and presented them their certificates, 
the dootor adding a few kindly words of ad- 
vice and encouragenieut for euccesa in their 
career. 

His Honor proposed a vote of thanks to 
the doctor, and trusted that he would 
realize all his expectations of tho school. 
Referring to tho quoation of the old ceme- 
tery. His Honor hoped that something 
would ba done to remedy this, and ex- 
pressed hia willingness to assist to that end. 

Mayor Teague seconded tho resolution, 
and stated that it was the intention of the 
Council to look into tho question of the old 
cemetery. With regard to the hospital, he 
said tho citi/.ens felt proud of the institu- 
tion, and aa to tho Dootor, he hoped they 
would have many more opportunities of 
listening to him. 

Dr. Davie expressed the pleasure ho felt 
in listening to the remarks of tho venerable 
head of the profeaaion in this Province. He 
also spoke in terms of praise of tho young 
ladies. 

The vote was warmly carried, and the 
meeting adjourned for an excellent cup of 
tea wbicth he nurses dispensed. 

THE UNEMPLOYED. 

To TUB Editor :— The specially convened 
meeting of the City Council on Thursday 
last, called for the purpose of considering 
how to provide work for the unemployed, 
resulted, as reported in your paper, in a 
resolution, among others, to employ a num- 
ber of men in breaking stone for tho streets. 
It was pointed out by some of tho aldermen 
that such work could not bo done either so 
well or so cheaply as by tho steam rook 
cruaher ; but the Mayor remarked that 
"tho point of economy could not in an 
emergency like the present be hugged too 
closely," and hia sentinieuta were heartily 
concurred in by a majority of the Council. 

Now whilat heartily approving of the de- 
ternunation of the Council to find work at 
once for those in need of it, I altogether 
fail to seo the necessity for em- 
ploying men in doing work which 
can be done much better by a 
machine now at hand, or tho wisdom of 
throwing economy aside at a time when the 
■itrirti.tl economy should bo exercised by tho 
Council in onler that the small sum of §20,- 
000, at the disposal of tho city for 
street work, of which some $4,000 has 
already been spent, may bo expended to the 
very best advantage. 

Stone breaking, one of tho hardest tasks 
to which a man can bo put, especially one 
not accustomed to hard work, ia proverbially 
aaaociated with tho lowest poverty, except 
when a work of ubaoluto necessity as in pio- 
neer days, when it is ennobled by tho ooca- 
aion and ia remembered with pride by all 
old-timers. It would bo all very well to 
break stone if there waa no other work to bo 
had, just aa formerly, and may be now, blue- 
jackets were set to work to p&liah cannon 
balls in a dead calm. But there is plenty of 
other work to be done, and it would bo far 
better to let the stone-breaking be done by 
the machine and give the men more congen- 
ial employment and work which cannot be 
done by useful machines. 

There is urgent need for new sidewalks in 
all parts of the city, and more espec- 
ially on Oak Bay avenue, where, 
after numerous petitions from the residents, 
who were willing to have it done under the 
LqcaI Improvement by-law, one thousand 
feet have been laid where a mile of it was 
required. That waa done last year, and 
the reason for not doing more was stated to 
be because there were no more funds. Now 
there is talk of putting down another thou- 
sand feet. Why should not it be continued 
at once to the city boundaiy: Thero is a 
church and a number of houses lOir there, 
and the complotioj of the work would lead 
to other buildings being erected, which 
wnukl find employ' ment for a number of men 
and increase the revenue by the ta.\ea. 
Thero ia a similar want in other di-itrieta. 

One or two akilleii men coulil aupiriiitend 
tho making of all the tiduwalks, and the 
unemployed could cut tlie lumber the re- 
quiieti leniith and drive the nails No great 
skill ia required, mhI " the point of econo- 
my " could bo " liugyed closely " enough to 
satisfy tho laxpayera. Hough lumber never 
was ao cheap aa it ia now, and it ia absurd 
to keep such work for contractors (who 
probably churce in their estimates $1.75 a 
day for a man's work, though willing to 
take advantage of any fall in wagea), when 
the city can find all tho men they want at a 
dollar a day. A Growleu. 

THE SINGLE TAX. 

To THE Eoitob : — In looking over my 
previous letter to yonr p»per on this subject 
I fail to see any expression which can justly 
be called a " sneering allusion " as asserted 
by Mr. W. J. Maodonald. I quito allow 
that the Single Tax is with mc u pet theory 
and that not only from a philosophical 
standpoint but from the standpoint of aound 
common sense. I believe it to bo the only 
peaoeuble way of overcoming a great aocial 
injuatico and political diilijulty Mr. W.J. 
Macdooald informs ua that "No one would 
sulfer more under the single tax ayatemlhan 
tht^ struggling man v/ith his iiiodeai home- 
a'.ead." I am glad to hear lliia b;;cau«o it ia 
proved to demonstration that under the 
single tax system " the struggling man with 
the modest homestead " wou'd be an im- 
mense gainer— and if no one would sutler 
more then everyone would bo benefitted — 
which I think ia undoubtedly true. With 
regard to Mr. Maodonald'a rem. irks on 
" Capital and Labor," he a;iya : " These two 
tlementa are neccaeary to each other . . . 
labor is holpleas without tho aid of capital." 
This I hold ia a deluaion — in fact tho truth 
is exactly the oppoaite and, in support of 
my contention, I ahall quote an authority 
beyond dispute — Abraham Lincoln. Preai- 
dont Lincoln in his message to Congress 
in 1801, makes tho following statement : 
" Labor is prior to ond independent of 
capital. Capital ia only tho fruit of labor 
and never could have existed if labor had 
not first existed. Labor ia much tho 
superior and deserves much higher con- 
sideration." I may bo as Senator Mac* 
don tid says, fanatical and irrational, but if 
I am it is no argument aeainit the truth of 
my contention. Vfaa President Lincoln

TOO LOW AN as TI MATE. 

Yoatordiiy ovoninij's Times contains an- 
other article evidently intended to influence 
the worlcingmen of this oity. Like tho one 
that preceded it and of which it ia a con- 
tinuation, there ia not in it tho very faintest 
glimmering of sense. It ia simply rubbish. 
It docs notattemiit to show tliat Mr. Davie'a 
speech was not such as we described it, 
and it does not try to prove that 
its former article was not an insult 
to tho i'jielligcnce of its readers. It 
evidonlly considers that anything is 
good enough for the workingmeu of Vic- 
toria. It acts as if it believed that they 
cannot distinguish between impertinence 
and ^aensible, truthful statement, and be- 
tween abuse and argument. We are con- 
fident that it under-cstimatCB both the in- 
telligence and tho good taste of its readers 
in general, and of the workiogmen in particu- 
lar. Wo know mechanioa who expect aomo- 
thing better, more solid and more deserving 
of respect and attention, from the friend of 
labor and the advocate of the interests of 
workiogmen, than the stufT that appears in 
the editorial columns of the Timea on mat- 
to:8 connected with the labor question. We 
are very much mistaken if tho Times will 
not find out before very long that its policy 
of abuse and misrepresentation is " played 
out," and that if it desires to gain the re- 
spect of tho electors of Victoria it must 
adopt more sentible and moro respectable 
methods. 



THE WOliK OF RELIEF. 

It is a great pity that the kind-hearted 
persona who aro trying to do their best to 
relievo the uaemployed and to muko the 
money at their disposal go as far as possible, 
are obstruoted by unprincipled agitators and 
chronic grumblers. These men who, as far 
as we have heard, have not lifted a hand or 
spent a dollar to help the distressed, com- 
plain about tho injustice of requiring men 
to do a day's work for half a day's pay and 
inveigh against those who nll'er men only a 
dollar a day. If these persons will not help 
in the good work they ought to have the 
decency not to try to hinder it. It ia 
surely better to earn a dollar a day than 
to earn nothing, and it is better to relievo 
ono hundred men by giving each of 
them a dollar a day, than to pay 
fifty men two dollars a day and allow the 
other fifty to remain idle and hungry. It is 
no hardship to require the hundred men 
who have nothing in tho world to do to re- 
main eight hours at work. Tlio fact ia that 
at some kinds of work as much eould 
bo done at tho proper aeason in four houra as 
can be done now in eight or more. It ap- 
pears to us heartless to attempt to make the 
men who are glad to have something to do, 
discontcutod with tho arrangements Ihut 
have been mado for them with tho very beat 
intention.H by those who have tliouglit niost 
about the matter. We are pleased to know 
that the meddlers have not been suooessfnl. 
Very few of the unemployed have refused to 
work on the terms agreed upon. This 
shows that they have good sonso and can 
make allovvanco for the diiDcultics of the 
situation. 

The Citizens' committee appear quite sat 
isfied, as far as the men are concerned, 
[They are in hopes that next week none need 
go hungry for the want of something to do, 
but they are afraid that there is suffering 
among the women and children of which 
thoy know nothing. It is aomowhat singu- 
lar that not a singln woman has applied to 
the oommittee for either work or assistance. 
It is certain that at such a time as this, 
there are many women and children who 
are in want, Some of them, no doubt, 
are most unwilling that thoir circum- 
stanooa should bo known. Their feolinga 
must bo respected, but thoir wants 
should beanpplied. To help these poor 
souls ia work which women can best do. 
(Chere are, wo are sure, many ladies who, if 
t6ey ; thought it necesaory, would evert 
ihemselves to find out if there is distress 
iimong women and children who have no one 



A GOOD MAN. 

The career of Mr. George W. Childa is an 
emphatic contradiction of those who hold 
that genuino goodness is not appreciated in 
these days of dollar worship. Mr. Childa 
was a good man. His generosity 
know no bounds. Ha desired to benelit 
everyone with wliom ho came in contact. 
Ha treated his employes most liberally, and 
ho was always doing good to some one in 
acme way. Ho was benevolence embodied. 
He had a sweet nature. Men who were as 
wide as the poles asunder united in exprca- 
aions of regord and respect for George Childa. 
He, before he died, was fanioua on both sides 
of tho Atlantic as a door of good. Every 
one admired him and every one had a good 
word lo Hay for him. He made no enemies 
that wo ever heard of. Yei he was very 
far ind-;ed, from being u benevolent and a 
respectable uououtity. He was a man of 
briuna who liad opiuiona of liis own, 
and wlio stood up for them when occa- 
sion required, vigorously and manfully. 
Tho newspaper which he conducted 
waa deservedly popular for its breadth of 
view, and for the courage and moderation 
v/ith wiiioh it waa oomlucted. It was in- 
variably clean, and on the aide of what waa 
good and for the elevation of the com- 
munity, yet there was nothing namby- 
pamby or goody-goody about it. And 
this clean, incorrupt oheet was always 
popular. When other publishers believed 
tliat in order to make money they must 
pimder lo tlie vices and tho folliea of the 
ago, tiio Philadelphia Lodger, whoso pub- 
liaher always kept what was pure and of 
good report foil in view, continued to pros- 
per. It made a millionaire of ita proprietor. 
And a noble uao he made of hia millions. 
This (;nod man, this honeat journalist, this 
upholder of what ho conscicutioualy be- 
lieved to bo right, this denouncer of what 
his conscience told him was wrong, thia 
humanitarian notable among humanitarians, 
was everywhere believed in and admired. 
Men of all creeds, believers and unbelievers, 
looked upon him as a pattern man, and now 
that ho ia dead thousands upon thousands 
whom he benefitod in one way or another 
will rise up and call him blessed. 



contribution to tho revenue was considered, 
received more than its pro rata share of ^the 
appropriations.

It ia evidently to bo, on ita aide, a campaign 
of unsorupuloua obuso and reckless asser- 
tion. It is bent on mud-throwing, believ- 
ing that if it only throws enough, some of it 
will bo certain to atick. If it can only 
manage to get electors to believe that tho 
Ciovornment is bound to ruin the country, 
that all its intentions are bad, and that it 
can never by any chance do right, it cares 
very little about tho means it takes to 
make that impression.

Looking 
over the columns of the three leading Eng- 
lish newspapers of Montreal, the Montreal 
Gazstte, tho Star and tho Witnoas, wo see 
that the Gaz.jtte and tho Star atrongly 
advocatdd the return of tho French-Cana- 
dian candidate, and the Witneaa did not 
approve of the candidature of either Mr. 
Villeneuve or Mr. MoShane, This certainly 
does not indicate a race contest. If the 
English newspapers represent tho feeling 
of the F.ngliah-speaking electora of Montreal, 
the great majority of them muat have aup- 
ported tho French Canadian candidate. The 
truth is that Mr. McShane is popular 
with a very large number of the electora, 
both French Canadian and Eoglish-epeaking. 
Mr. McShane must have polled a large num- 
ber of French votes to make as good a run 
OS ho did, for if ho had polled every vote in 
Griffintown ho would, without a large 
French vote, have been beaten out of sight. 
Weobservethat a large number of influential 
English-speaking gentlemen signed Mr, Vil- 
lenouve's nomination paper. It would, wo 
think, bo far nearer the truth to say 
that the Montreal mayoralty contest was 
political than ono of race. 

There are many persons in Eastern 
Canada just now who wish it to be thought 
that there is a strong race antipathy in the 
Province of Quebec, that the French hate 
the Eogliah and tho linglish dislike tho 
French, and it ia probable that the telegram 
to which we allude waa inspired by oome 
one interested in deepening that impression. 
But no such antipathy exists. French and 
English live in peace and friendship, side 
by side, in the Province of (,)uebec. 

A SPECIMEN BRICK. 

The following ia a sample of the recklesa 
and untruthful atatomenta of tho Timea. In 
an editorial paragraph in Friday's issue it 
aaid : "Uy appropriations the Oovernmcnt 
recognizes the support received from repre- 
sentatives, rewarding and punlchiug accord- 
ing to the division lists." If thia were true 
neither the city of Victoria noi' tho Now 
Wojtminiater district would receive any- 
thing like proportionate share of tho 
appropriations, for they have given the 
Government very little political support, but 
we do not hear any complaints of negleot or 
injustice on the part of Victoria, and the 
Premier, only tho other day, showed very 
clearly indeed that New Westminster District 
has fared exceedingly well at tho hands of 
the Government, The truth is that the 
different constituencies are dealt with ac- 
cording to their needs, and not according to 
the sido taken by their representatives in 
the Legislature. It ia wonderful to aeo on 
what flimsy grounda complaints of partiolity 
aroboaed, When a few disgruntled politi- 
cians, a short time ago, tried to create the 
impreasioa that the Qovernment favored the 
Island at the expense of the Mainland, the 
growlers thomselves were, we have no 
doubt, surprised to find from figures and 
facts that could cot be controverted that 
the Mainland, whether Its population or its

Two dollars' worth of bread tiokecs were in- 
cluded in yesterday's gifts ; men's clothing, 
flour, bread and other ataplea will be very 
welcome, and should be sent direct to the 
rooma of the relief committee In the Market 
hall. The majority — if not all — of those em- 
ploying men furnished by the relief commit- 
too have, as soon as tho mon have'domon- 
strated their willingncaa to work faithfully, 
put them on full pay unil have also fur- 
nished substantial lunches for them at the 
noon hour. 

CiiAMiiES in the law and the exhaustion of 

tho previous editions have made a third 
edition of " Boya on Coroners " necessary, 
and tho work has just been issued by the 
CarswoU company, limited, of Toronto. The 
former editions wore intended for use in 
Ontario only, but tho now edition is adapted 
to all the provinces of tho Dominion and to 
the colony of Newfoundland, The coroner's 
law in all parts of Canada has been brought 
down to tho present time, and it ia hoped 
tho work will bo found ae reliable and useful 
in its extended field aa apparently it haa 
hitherto been ao found in tho province of 
Ontario.

THE OIIAMPIONSHIF TODRNAIIEMT. 

Mo.sTREAi., Feb. 3. ^The annual meet of 
tho Canadian Amateur Skating Association, 
which took place this afternoon, was one of 
the greatest events of its kind ever witness- 
ed in America. Nearly all of the 
great skaters of the world, in- 
cluding Joe Donoghue, of Newburg, 
N, Y.; J. S. Johnson, of N'inn^apolis; 
Norsong, tho Norwegian champion; Harry 
Davidson, of St. Paul ; Hulz, of Toronto, 
and .McCuUoch, of Winnipeg, participated. 
Nearly aovon thousand spectators woro pre- 
sent. The ice was in splendid condition. 
Tho contestants did not seem to go in for record 
breaking, the only record lowi-rod b-jing the 
220 yards, which was reduced by Johnson 
from 21 3-5 seconds to 20 eeoouda. Tho 
tirat race was the 220 yarda. The three 
trial heata were won by D kvidson, 
Johnson cmd Joe Donoghuo. In tho 
final heat Johnson got tho start, 
and kept the lead until the finish, 
although he was closely followed by Joe 
Donoghuo. Tho half-mile was a very 
pretty race, Johnson, Joe Dohoghue and 
Davidson were the starters in tho final 
heat, Johnson again showed his 
marvellous powers, and took the 
load easily from the first, Don- 
oghuo made a determined effort to over- 
take him, but Johnson increased hia speed 
and won easily in 1.31. In tho mile race, 
•Jobnaon, Joe Douoghue, Jamea Donoghuo, 
Noraeng, Davidson, MoCullogh and Hulz 
started. Norsengtook the lead, followed by 
Johnson and Mounllooh, with the others bu- 
hind, this order was heptnp until the last lap, 
when Johnaon and Donoghue made a apurt 
and pasaed the othora easily. Johnaon again 
proved superior to Donoghuo and passed tho 
finish first, with Joe Donoghue a good bdo- 
ond. Time, 3:03. Joe Donoghue took the 
five mile race in 16:11, with MoCulloob 
Bocond, 

Ibla waa the moat exciting event of the 



day. Johnson, Noraeng, McCuUccb, Joe 
Donoghuo and Jame Donoghue atarted. 
On tho firat lap Johnaon took the 
lead, but evidently preferring not 
to face the wind for twenty laps, 
fell behind. In the second lap Noraeng 
took the lead, followed by Johnaon, MoCul- 
loch, Joe Donoghue and Jim Donoghue. 
This order waa continued until the last lap. 
Noraeng laade a grei^t eflfort to maintain 
bis Ipad, but it was eosn evident 
that he was not in it with either the 
Amerioans or Canadians. Johnson and Joe 
Donoghue passed him with a lightning gait, 
and made for the flniah, neck and neck, 
with McCulloch close on their heels. Thoy 
had almost reached tho goal, and Donoghuo 
waa increasing hia apeed, when Johnson, to 
tho oonstornaiion of every one, fell within a 
few foot of the finishing lino. Hia body 
slid partly over it, but both Donoghue and 
McCuUooh had orosaed the line, and the 
judgea gave them the raoe, 

Johnson's mishap was unfortunate, but 
thoao on the traek very generally eiprosaod 
the opinion that the race in any event 
would have beon Donoghue's, ae, at the 
tim.n when Johnson fell, Donoghue was pass- 
ing him. 

LET THERE BE LIGHT! 

And the Electric Light Committee Propose 
Asking the Foople for the Neces- 
Bary Finances. 

Aid. Munn, chairman of the electric light 
oommittee of the City C'ouncil, has given 
notice that he will ask loave to introduce a 
by-law to authorize a loon for the improve- 
ment of tho city electric light plant. Asked 
aa to what steps tho committee and Council 
propose taking during tho present year to 
improve tlii& (leparliiii.Tit, Aid. Munn stated 
ycaterday that very energetic steps will he 
taken towards putting tho street lighting on 
a proper fuuLmg. Since the comniitteo wa^t 
appointed Ibey have beon at work 
on this matter, and have been ably 
assisted by the Mayor. 

" The lirMt thing to bo considered," ex- 
plained Aid. Munn, " was whether it was 
necessary to n)ako a further expenditure on 
the plant, and if so in what direction the 
improvement should be made. It was 
thou;;ht that tho best way to arrive at a cor- 
rect concluaion and that tho action which 
would be most satisfactory to the public 
would be to employ a truatworthy export on 
electric light plant, a uew man residing out- 
side tho city and throughly independent, if 
such a person could bo found. Tho commit- 
tee, I may say, found a person satisfactory 
to them; a thorouuh exumiiaation of tho city 
electric system, including fire alarm, haa 
been made, and a report on tho subject will 
bo in the hands of tho C^ouncil in a few days. 
Tho gentleman who has made this examina- 
tion ia a mechanical engineer and 
electrical engineer es well, if that 
term may be correctly used. He already 
occupies a responsible posjition, has had 
largo experience with oleotric plants and 
haa an enviable reputation to maintain for 
good work and straight dealing. The re- 
port when it comes may therefore bo ac- 
cepted as an accurate statement of matters 
as they are. We believe that it is generally 
felt that Victoria should be no longer a 
'foolish virgin,' deploring tho fact that her 
lamp had gono out, without taking any 
practical steps to have it re-trinimod and 
re-llghted. The generid opioion, and no 
doubt tho correct ont, is that the city 
needs a better service than it can ever ob- 
tain with its present plant. The city has 
outgrown the old machin sry, whioh is yet 
as good as ever for purposes for which it ia 
suited, but it should never have been 
selected for electric lighting purposes. 
However, that matter will bo settled by 
the export's report, One thing ia sure, 
whatever ia done the city and the public 
will not proceed by rule of thumb or by 
gueas work, but will bo able to base their 
calculations upon Bcientific principles, 
tested, tried, and ;)rovL;d by exporience,

MAItUSE MOYEMENTti. 

The Behring Sea Patrol Fleet— fears 
^ . for tliB Safety of the 

"Do:uiuion." 



"Wreckage Found at Coos Bay Which 
May Be the Unlucky 
Vessel. 



The "Journal," the offielal organ of the 
U.S. Navy department, anys in an article 
on the Behring Sea patrol duty for this 
year : " Tho Nivy dopai tmont has tulien 
under adviaement plans fur tho execution of 
the regulations for the protcotion of the 
■eala in the open sea under the agreement 
entered Into between Great Britain and the 
United States, at tho Paris tribunal last 
aummer. Tho question is one which requires 
much preparation in outliuing the number 
of ships to bo asaigned this duty, relioviug 
thorn from foroiRn duty in time to roach the 
rendczvouB ut Muro Island and Port Towns- 
end in tho sprinR, and to undergo uU necos- 
sary repairs for their long aei^e of active 
work in tho tompjbtaoua nortliern 
seas for three or four mouths. 
The area within which it ia forbidden to 
hunt seals this season ia fully eight times as 
large as Behring sea proper. Tho thirty- 
fifth degree of latitude itrikes the Paoitio 
about 200 miles to the Houth of Sau Fran- 
cisco and croases tho ISOth meridian nearly 
4,000 miles west. Tho western bouudary of 
this expanse of ocean lies along tho 180. h 
meridian, and extends from the thirty-fifth 
parallel northwards H.SOO miles. List year's 
fleet consisted of seven vessels, including 
tho revenue cutters and fish commiBsion 
steamer, but this ecisou tho number 
is to bo augmented very considerably. 
Just at present there is a painful lack of 
veeaelo available for this service, but by the 
opening of tho sealing season the depart- 
ment expects to have u strong Heot gathered 
ttt Maro Island in readiness to proceed to 
Alaskan waters. This fleet will most likely 
consist of tho Charleston, now at Rio, as 
flagship, the Bennington and Yorktown, the 
Marion, under orders to return from tho 
Asiatic station, the Adams at Hawaii, the 
Mohioan and Alert at San Franoisoo, the 
Banger off the South Amerioan coast, 
three revenue onttera and possi- 
bly one fish eommission steamer. 
Captain Coffin, who will suooaed Captain 
Picking as captain of the Charleston, will 
probably be in charge of the aqaadrou. The 
Petrel, in China, wbioh was on the patrol 
service last season, will not be relieved for 
this duty again. The Boston ia expected to 
be ready to leave Mare itlaod early in 
March, and will then relieve the Adam^ at 
Hawaii, in time for that vessel to return 
home for needed repairs. Tho department 
ia desirous of sending as few of the larger 
ships to Behring seo us the exigencies of the 
occasion will allow. Small veeselo are said 
to be as efficient for tho service, and besides 
the item of coal is one that enters largely 
into the objections." 

PEABS FOB THE " DOMINION." 

Private advices have been received from 
San Franoieco to tho tfTect that grave 
anxiety is felt there us to tho safety ot the 
old bark Ujmiuiou, now several weeks over- 
due at Sun Francisco, coal laden from De- 
parture ]5iy. It ia nearly three months 
since ahe sailed from the latter port. She 
put, into Port Townaend leaking, diechir^^ed 
cirgo, underwent alij^lit repiirs, reloaded, 
and proceeded on her way. Then she wan 
weatherbound for a short time in Clallam 
Baj', but nothing further hua been hoard of 
her. It is feared that alio has been wrecked 
near Coca Bjy with a loss of all liands, as 
wreckage hna been seen in that quarter 
lately, though it could not be positively 
identified as that of tho unlucky Dominion. 

Tin: " miowkka's " kei-.^iks. 
The latest reports concerning tho Mio- 
wera'a repiira arc to the Lillet that tho work 
will only be temporarily done hero. The 
Son Francisco Examiner just to hand says 
that Captain Stott cleared her for Victoria 
CD Wedncadav and expected to ho ready to 
Bail on Thursday, the only question of delay 
being that of completing coaling, which wus 
commenced the former day. The Miowera 
was to docit at Esquimalt to streogthen her 
temporary steering gear and then continues 
to Sydney for permanent repairs, 

THK " .MITIIEL's " OVEKII AULI .VO . 

Mr. Orlando \\'arner has received the 
contract for ciirpentry work in connection 
with tho rcpnira of tho Btcnmr-r Muriel, 
which arriveil ilown from the North a week 
or so ugo to bo put in readino^a hr-rn for the 
coming aiiason's oper.ktione. The Muriel has 
been hauled up on Turpel'a ways, whore a 
gang of carpenters will operate on her hull, 
while another party of niaohinis^s will proh.

and admiration of the nation. Mr. Bland, 
who is known in private and domestic 
■circles to have somewhat of a disregard 
for the conventional cuspidor, is fond of 
dilating nimn liis wife's veneration for 
the acrubljrush. In outward appearance 
thero seems to bo notliing compatible be- 
tween the pretty, dark eyed senator's 
wife and a big tub full of soapsuds with 
a floating sponge and a hard bristled 
scrubbrush, as Jlr. Bland says thero is. 

On the s.".iuo authority, wliicli is cer- 
tainly a g^jud one on silver coinage and 
equally important matters, it is said that 
Mrs. Bland can retire gracefully from 
the piano or from a iirofound discussion 
on political economy particijjated in by 
the distiuguisliod statesmen of the capi- 
tol, and aw;iy to some obscure corner of 
the garret or perched upon some lofty 
pantry shelf she may bo traced, indulg- 
ing in that housewifely virtue which 
many people believe will take all women 
to heaven — it is so near godliness. 

If there is one subject on wliich Mrs. 
John De^Yitt Warner is more enthusi- 
astic than any ;;tlier it is her solution of 
the servant girl problem. Mrs. Warner 
ought certainly to ha taken into the dip- 
lomatic service, for she says she has nev- 
er had any difficulty in managing her 
servants. !-'ii(> doesn't know what it is 
to he informed that "this is a free coun- 
try, where servant girls is just as good 
as anybody else and won't stand no im- 
position." In otlier words, Mrs. Warner 
is in the habitof bringing a wholo colony 
of colored help, laaU; and female, with 
her to New Yurk from W.'islungton each 
year. She discriljutes colored help among 
all her friends and employs a corps of 
maids, waitresses and cooks for her own 
use, as she is accustomed to entertain 
la'S'i.shly during the summer at her coun- 
try home in Ithaca. 

This is what she says for the benefit of 
the wives, cooks and mothers of the na- 
tion: "I find that colored servants hired 
at intelligence ofiicos in Washington are 
much more ciimpetent and obliging than 
the run of imported white help. If two 
girhsor men .are hired together, there will 
never be any difiictilty in retaining them. 
Most of the servants obtained at the cap- 
ital are trained to the needs of Wash- 
ington society, and I find that oven a 
now cook will surprise me by her de- 
licious cakes, fruit preparations, ices, 
and so forth. They seldom need any 
teaching, which advantage is seldom to 
be found in hiring servants of the various 
nationalities in the north. I do not think 
that the negro servant could possibly bo 
improved upon." 

Jlrs. S'.'uatijr Charles H. Gibson of 
Maryland has a fail that is unquestion- 
ably shared by thousands of her country- 
women. It is almost too closely allied 
with nature and art to be vulgarly 
termed a fad. It should he called the 
"farming instinct." Mrs. Gibson is hand-

ucts,". About horses a»d cows she said: 
"I have a large grazing area and own 
several cows which are my especial do- 
light. Horses'^ Well, I guess! I am 
fonder of driving than of any other 
pastime, and I remain out in the coun- 
try all tho year round, Avith tho excep- 
tion of the short season that I am com- 
pelled to stay in Washington, in order to 
bo near my horses and cattle and farm- 
ing interests generally." 

Jlrs. Secretary Carlisle's fads are of a 
highly intellectual character. It is well 
known in Wasliington that her favorite 
intellectual diversion during tho present 
administration is discussing the finances 
of the country. Mrs. Carlisle is sur- 
rounded at all times by a rare and glori- 
ous atmosphere of statesmansliip. She 
hears in her elegant homo discussions of 
everything that science and politics have 
revealed concerning flnanceand political 
economy. Learned and eloquent cabinet 
officers, inipres.sivo diplomats and grand 
old .siiuators with years of legisladve dis- 
tinction are accustomed to pour forth 
their oracular utterances at tl'.e tabh' 
where Mrs. Carlisle presides. 

Mrs. Senator Walthall denied that she 
had any fads wliatsoever.

prostrated tho distinguished southern 
lady. No one who has not suffered from 
the cruel reverses of the late war can 
understand the devotion of those faithful 
slaves, who, after the law of might and 
bloodshed had said that they were free, 
still remained with their old masters and 
shared all their hardships with them. 
"Mammy" had nursed every one of her 
honey's seven children, and when tht;

The case stated between the Attorney- 
General of British Columbia and the Eequi- 
niLilt k Nanaimo Railway Company, to 
determine the ownership of the precious 
metals in the company's lands, was called 
when tho full bench of the Supreme court 
met yesterday morning, there being present 
Chief Justice Sir Matthew Begbie and 
Justices Crease, Walkem and MoCreight. 
The Attorney-General appeared on behalf 
of tho Crown, and Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q.C., 
for the company. , , 

Sir Matthew Begbie said it appeared to 
him that the sorb of jurisdiction which the 
court was called upon to exercise in this case 
was one which ought to be very sparingly ex- 
orcised. He thought there could be no appeal 
from any opinion given by the court on this 
(|ueation and the result might turn out to 
bo very unsatisfactory. If the matter were 
to bo allowed to stand over, without a decis- 
ion being now asked for, since tho gold 
mining wua being carried on the question 
of ownership was pretty sure to arise in tho 
shape of litigation between tho parties. It 
would bo unfortunate if in any such O;kao 
the hands of members of the court were 
found to be tied by their own action in this 
matter. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the right of appeal 
is given by the statute under which the oaso 
had been submitted. 

Mr. Justice Walkcni stated that the Pro- 
vincial statute could give no right of appeal 
to courts regulated by tho lawa of tho 
Dominion. 

Hon. Mr, Davio thought that tho matter 
of cjjfioal to tho Supremo court or tho Privy 
Council was not of much moment. 

Mr. Juatioe Walkem said tho Chief Jus- 
tice had expressed his own thoughts and 
the speaker's too, beoauso as ho said it is a 
most dangerous thing to intervene in such a 
case. lie knew that in a case such as thi.n 
the Siipromo court, following the example 
of tho Attorney- General and the Solicitor- 
General iu Eoglaud, need give no reason 
for any opinion expressed, and it seemed 
that no appeal could be taken because no 
reason could he canvassed. This court 
would bo considerably embarrassed if in a 
small case raised by some miner its decision, 
based on an opinion givi^p in this case, went 
on to the Supremo cuurt of Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said there was much 
more likelihood of an appeal 'ueing taken by 
the unsuccessful parties in this case, to tho 
Supreme court or to the Privy C.ojujoil, than 
in any small case such as mentiooed. 

Mr. Jastiee Crease said be lele when tho 
rule was passed permittiog sucb opinions 
being aekcd, that it would lead to djiBculty, 
aa it appsikied to block the right of appeal 
to higher courts. 

Mr. Justice McCreight thought there \vi>s 
no possibility of au appeal to the Supreme 
court of Canada from any opinion expressed 
in this court. He did not see that such an 
opinion would have any binding t llect. 
Suppose tho four judges preaent ohould de- 
cide in one way, and then the owners of tho 
railway lands should apply for an injunction 
to prevent mining for gold there, or to re- 
strain the gold commiasioper from the issue 
ul a license, would any of the judges !.'r 
bound by tho opinion so expressed '; 

Ttvi Chkf JiUtloo Said although the mat- 
ter had !;w"rel- been mentioned amongp.l 
thcnlv it appeared that the judges wero all 
of one mind ; the (|Ucation to bo considered 
aeenicd not to bo whether the case was 
likely to be sent to tho Privy Council, but 
whether tho Privy Council would open its 
doora to the case. It wi^s only a decision 
that could be appealed, not un opinion. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said it appeared to be 
optional whether or not the court should 
give reasons for its opinion on a case stated, 
in the liquor license case reasons were 
given. In tho case respecting the precious 
niotula in the railway bolt in British Colum- 
bia, the Supreme Court of Canada gave 
reasons, a judgment lirst being given by 
Judge Fournier in tho Exchequer court, and 
the Supreme court upholding his judgment. 
Then tho Attorney-General ot British 
Columbia appealed to the Privy Council, 
and no question was raised as to the proce- 
dure. 

Mr. Justice MoCreight said a dispute be- 
tween the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments could not well be cited as a parallel to 
this caao. Tho K. it N. railway can jiio- 
ceed by petition of right or in many other 
ways. No doubt a suit would ariao before 
irjuny months. To submit ijueationa that 
cannot be seuL on to appeal is always in- 
judicious. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said tho act appeared 
to be designed for tho aottlement of contro- 
versies between adminialrative bodies. In 
this iuatance, however, no (iouteution arises 
between the Dominion and its provincea. 

Mr. Juaticc McCreighl said if un action 
ahouUl arise there would probably bo in- 
volved in it some neat point which would 
not be raised in this oaae. He empbaaiziul 
tho point that tho training of a judge lits 
him to decide on a record rather than on a 
question. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that it appeared to 
him th-tt the objections which suggested 
themselves to the minds of their Loidships 
relate more to the policy of the statute 
which gives the right of reference, than to 
tho right of this tribuml to hear it. Ue 
thought there could be no question as to 
that right, whatever argument there might 
bo against the advisability of such a policy. 
If tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council ex- 
ercised his constitutional right to refer a 
(jucation, this court was bound to hoar it. 

Tho Chiif Juatieo agreed that the court 
was bcuiid t.i give etftct to tho statute. 

Mr. Justice MoCreight said what was 
passing through their minds was whether 
the question cmild not bu raised more neatly 
by an action in tho regular way. 

Tho Chief Justice — It would bo so easy 
for Mr. Duneiiiuir to 'do something to raise 
a case, 

Hon. Mr. Davio said tho parties to tho 
case wore perfectly willing to have it decid- 
ed by tho opinion expressed by the court. 

Mr. Justice MoCreight — Tho losing party 
in this caao might not bo so willing after it 
is over. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said quartz mines having 
been found on tho Island it became tho duty 
of tho Government to find some way to ad- 
minister thom, but at tho outset they found 
their right challenged, and had oomo to the 
court to ascertain what ought to bo done. 

Mr. Justice Walkem — The Dunsmuirs 
may take stops to assert their olalnt. 

Hon. Mr. Divio replied that they might 
or might not. It takes time to prospect, 
and tbey might not interfere at all until the 
value of the mines had been proved. It is 
the desire of the. Government to'iiroteat the 
free miner in this retptCt. 

Mr, Jattioe Create said he did not feel in- 



clined to give a judgment which he was not 
in a position to enforce. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said this was a mat- 
ter respecting tho title to probably vast 
wealth. Speaking for himself, he declared 
that he should be Inclinod to llinch from 
any decision of the kind proposed. 

Mr. iTustico MoCreight said ho had been 
informed that some of tlio mines in tho pro- 
perty in dispute had been bonded. If tho 
ownership were found to be in tho Govern- 
ment this would be all right;, but if it were 
found to be in the railway company the 
persons bonding them ought to be heard in 
the case, as provided for by the act, be- 
oau«e the bonding would then go iornothing. 

Mr. Justice Walkem said he would rather 
go upon tho other ground as to whether it 
wua desirable,in view of tli peculiar circum- 
stances, to express an opini m. 

Hon. Mr, Pooley said if a suit wero 
brought by one person against another there 
might be hundreds of otlvers affeoted, but 
their Lordships would not for this reason 
say'that they did not want to decide it. 

Hon. Mr. Divio remari^ed that as he 
understood it the question here was only as 
to the advisability of the proceedings, which 
was not so much for their Dordehips as for 
the parties making tho reference. 

Mr. Justice Walkem — Understand I do 
not refuse ; I am bound to obey the legisla- 
ture. I merely express my preference. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley — We could not get a 
stronger opinion in this province than from 
your Lordships hero. 

Tho Chief Justice — Except with the as- 
sist aiice of my brother Drake. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — You don't rofusa to 
hear it, hut only throw out a suggestion to 
tho parties to bring it potiio other way. 

The Chief Justice — Y'es. It ia not on tho 
expediency ot tho act even, but of giving an 
opinion on a question which may interfere 
with dealing with a man's rights sub- 
sequently raised. 

Mr. Justice \Valkein pointed out that the 
judges here were iu a (lillVrjnt poailion to 
those of the courts ot appeal in other prov- 
inces, in that they had also to act as judges 
of first inataoce. 

The Chief Justice — All that wo say ia 
that it ia much wiser not to bring on the 
i|ucalion now in this way, but to allow it 
to bo brought on later in a dilfereut manner. 
I presume the only objict of tho reference ia 
to clear tho ground. 

Hon. .\lr. Uivie— Well, it will be better 
to allow the matter to atund over, in order 
that the partiea may take auch steps as may 
bo adviaablo under tho circumstances. 

The court then adjourned.

A llaiulkerchier llaskut. 

Those who have used iheui say that 
handkerchief baskots are much more to 
be preferred than tho fancy ca.sRS of silk 
or i)hish or !;iiittcil wool tliat liave been 
so popular. To make a vitv i-ouv(!iiicnt 
one take a common fruit basket, quart 
.■:^ii5e, and pad it thinly with cotton insid? 
and out. That in tho bottom i.s scented 
lieavily. With ]ilain or ilowered .silk 
cover the basket. Cut the .silk wide 
eiiouLch to lie loiisi ly frdiu the bottom 
inside over the edu'es to tlie bottom ont- 




.side. Catch it loosely in jilace by stitches 
thronj^'h the wood, letting' it lie in folds 
all around the basket. A shirr string; all 
around just under tho wooden ed},'e 
around the basket on the outside will 
gather it in the proper folds. This is 
cniir-eali'd liy n narrow ribbon band, 
Willi Iniws on tho front eonicrs. 
Overhand a scjuare of the silk or .some 
other goods neatly around the bottom 
to cover it and to catch tho folds thiTe 
in ])laee. Cut a ]iiece of ])astebo!ir(l e.x- 
actly tlio siz(.' of the bottom and pad it 
very thinly on one side witli scented cot- 
Ion, covering it ]dainly with the silk. 
Tliis bdttoin ])iec(! need.s only bo laiil in, 
and if it fits will hold the inner side 
folds of silk- nicely iu place. Cut an- 
other piece of jjasteboard exactly the 
Bize of llie toll, romidiiig the corners so 
it will fit on perlVelly. Pad this .also 
slightly and cover on both sides neatly 
with silk. Fasten it on the basket with 
two ribbon bows for straps, and a loop 
on tho opposite or front side to lift it by. 
If desired, a bit; bow to match may be 
laid over the top. A pretty patterned 
silkoline will do just as well as silk for 
this purpose.
